He believes that every city should 
determine for itself its own form of 
governmeat and that the action of 
each charter convention should be ap- 
proved by popular vote before going 
into effect. "Under such a system,'* 
he says, "we should have a good many 
different kinds of munic-pal machin- 
ery, and this is greatly to be desired.

tinuing be says: 
"The constitution says that the leg- 
islature shall provide for the organi- 
zation of cities and villages. It does 
not say that the legislature Itself 
shall organize them. If the legisla- 
ture should provide for tbe calling of 
charter conventions in all cities in 
which representatives of the people 
should be empowered to frame for 
each city its own charter, that, in my 
opinion, would be the wisest solution 
of the matter. 
The enabling act 
should prescribe certain general rules 
and 
limitations to 
which theae 
charters shoiitd conform; it should La- 
elude such safeguards as the constitu- 
tion requires the legislature to throw 
around the administration of munici- 
palities and then it should give the 
people of each city a free band to 
shape and express their municipal 
life in their own way. 


"it should provide for the calling of 
such conventions in all cities within a 
certain number of days after the pas- 
sage of the act; should prescribe the 
number of delecat s of which they 
should be composed, and should give 
general directions for their procedure. 
The charters so framed should be sub- 
mitted to popular vote in each city, 
and when approved by the people 
should become 
the 
organic 
law 


of the city. It should be provid- 
ed that such convention for tbe 
revision of tbe charter might be call- 
ed, say, every ten years. 
"I believe that in these charter con- 


ventions, we might hope to secure a 
good representation ot tbe wisest men 
of tbe city. That the people of every 
city would take a deep interest in the 
framing of the charter; that they 
would feel that it was far more really 
their own work than if it bad been 
imposed on them by the legislature, 
and that civic pride and patriot ism 
would be stimulated by throwing upcn 
the people themselves tbe responsi , 
bility for shaping and expressing their 
own municipal life. 
"Under such a system we should 


have a good many different kinds ot 
municipal 
machinery, and this is 
greatly desired. The more experi- 
ments the better. Each city would 
profit by the experience of all the rest, 
and in tbe comparisons we should all 
learn wisdom. 
"I confess that this seems to me the 
only way out of the tangle in which 
we now find ourselves. And I can 
hardly think of a better future for tbe 
cities of Ohio than that this responsi- 
bility should be thrown directly upon 
them I hehcve that it would awaken 
AoudeifuS lutereat among the people 
in the working out of their most diffi- 
cult problems, and that it might be 
*Ju* beginning of a better day in all 
cities."

Thorne, of the agricultural experi- 
ment station at Wooster, has sent oui 
the following oulletin in th; hope 
farmers 
will 
follow 
its advice 
and destroy the pest: 


"The multitude of letters now re- 
ceived daily at the Ohio experiment 
station indicate that the chinch but. 
is threatening immense injury to ihi 
corn and oat crops of tbe state and u 
is feared that farmers are expecting 
too much of the fungus which the 
station is distributing. 
"la the first place, the amount of 
this material which it is practicable 
to send out is extremely small, and it 
can only infect a comparatively small 
number of bugs at- the best; the miec- 
tion, moreover, win require four ui 
five days, by which time the army of 
bugs will have done great injury. Oui 
advice is, therefore, not to wait foi 
the fungus, but to Oiganize a cam- 
paign at once for the immediate re- 
lief Sjif the crop, depending upon tbe 
fungus to finish the work by destroy- 
ing the bugs which would otherwise 
live ovei winter to menace tbe crops 
of next year.

Freight Handlers Are !• No Hurry to

Chicago. July 14. — After the board 


of arbitration had announced to the 
freight handlers that eight of the 
largest railroads had agreed to pay 
17 }fc cents per hour to truckers, pay 
for overtime and withdraw the tie- 
maud for probationary service, and 
the union men had aereed to seiid 
committees to confer with all the rail- 
roads. the general managers of two 
railroads declared they had agreed to 
no such proposition. They declared 
that when the committees shall visit 
the railroad offices the roads will of- 
fer them the same terms as those 
which were rejected 
by the union 


men. 
The statement from the gen- 


eral managers destroyed the hope of 
a settlement of the strike on the basis 
of the terms suggested by the genera! 
managers of the railroads. Even if 
the general managers had not insisted 
upon maintaining their position it is 
aot probable that a settlement could 
be effected. The freight handlers 
agreed to make another effort to 
reach a settlement with the railroads 
only to please the teamsters, who 
previously had endorsed the attempt 
of the board of arbitration to settle 
the strike. 


There is lack of evidence of their in- 


tention to make a serious effort to set- 
tle the controversy. President Cur- 
ran of the Freight Handlers' union 
stated that the committees will in- 
sist upon the payment of IS cents an 
hour, instead of 17% cents, which the 
railroads are reported to have offered. 
He also stated 
that the freight 


handlers will make no more over- 
tures, and hereafter will reject all 
proposals which shall not stipulate 
for the payment of the wage scale as 
formulated by the 
union and the 


recognition of the organization. 


With the general managers and the 


unions both maintaining these re- 
spective positions, it is believed that 
there is slight chance for a settle- 
ment. and that when that opportun- 
ity shall have vanished. It will be a 
fight to a finish. 


Every teamster 
union in Chicago 


that has members handling freight, 
voted to" refuse to take teams to the 
freight depots. 


The ice teamsters also have agreed 


not to Ice refrigerator cars nor to vis- 
it the railroad yards. This is virtual- 
ly a sympathetic strike, and until the 
railroads shall settle the trouble with 
the freight handlers the ice storage 
plants along the railroad lines will 
have to be closed. 


Longshoremen 
of Chicago, who 


have been in only a partially organiz- 
ed condition, were formed 
into a 


union. They are 
out now in sym- 


pathy with tbe freight handlers, but 
may 
inaugurate 
an 
independent 


strike of their own if a higher scale 
of wages for loading and unloading 
the big lake boats shall be refused.

WILL WRITE BOER HISTORY 


tke 
tk Afrteu War 


Walter M. Chandler ot South Africa, 


a TTlt"1"g engineer, who wad born in 


iinnta mt the Everett House in 3ew 


Tork tbe other day discussetl some of 
what he considers tbe probable effects 
ot tbe Boer war. Tbe subject interests 
him greatly. In fact, before the war be- 
aput be bad begun a bfetory of tb^ 
Sontb African republics, now com- 
pleted np to tbe time of the war. ana' 
be bopes to return and bring his histo- 
ry to date by personal interviews \vitl> 
tbe Boer commanders. "Much depends 
no*r," be aahl to a rti»orter of the New. 
York Tribune, "not on what England 
b*8 dooe. but on what England is go- 
ing to do. If sbe refuses to allow Boer 
military prisoners to return -witnout 
taking tbe oath of allegiance, or if she 
•Oil further removes tbe Cctpe Colony 
constitution from her own colonists In 
South Africa, there will be trouble 
•head for bcr. Tbe result of the war 
will then be dissatisfied colonials and 
a united race of Boers. Before the war 
the Boers of tbe colonies and the Boers 
of the two reoablica were divided, and 
tt seems to me it was for England's 
beet interests to keep them so. Tbe 
war *«Mi tbe feeling* growing out of it 
have united tfceui and may continue to 
draw them closer together. Tbe real 
reesoa for tbe war was the fear on the 
part of tbe English imperialists of Sax- 
on republics growing np in Sontb Af- 
rica. But tt Is far from inconceivable 
that tbe imperialists bare overshot or 
will overshoot tbe mark. 


"It Is sdll too early to write a history 


of the war itself. Such a history can 
only be written by talking in person 
•with tbe different Boer commanders, 
as no records were kept. But. as I 
know from personal obs«rvBdon. his- 
tory is going to reveal to tbe world 
some of tbe most horribly dramatic 
facts ever recorded when tbe story of 
tbe prison camps, where Boer women 
and children died by tbe thousands, ia 
told. Nothing, I think, since the revolt 
of tbe American colonies will deal 
eventually such a blow to England as 
tbe Boer war."
